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Police call for powers 
to deal with drunks 


LYME Regis police are calling for more powers to re¬ 
duce drunkeness in the town’s public areas 

Following a closed Partners and Communities Together 
(PACT) meeting held at the local Police Station last week, 
PC Richard Winward, leader of the Lyme Regis Safer 
Neighbourhood Team, is calling on the town council to 
reconsider the provision of a Designated Public Place 
Order for the Langmoor and Lister Gardens and the new 
Marine Parade shelters. 

If such an order was in place, it would give police the 
power to instruct people drinking to surrender their alco¬ 
hol or leave the designated area. 

PC Winward told the View from Lyme Regis: “Often po¬ 
lice meet over 18s in the gardens and shelters who are 
drinking quite legally and not committing any offences 
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at that time. But it is clear 
that they may do later. 

“This power would pre¬ 
vent later drunkenness, 
damage and litter. It would 
also give a better impres¬ 
sion of the town to visi¬ 
tors.” 

Notan alcohol ban 

PC Winward emphasised 
that this was not an alcohol 
ban and those who simply 
want to enjoy a drink in the 
public areas can continue 
to do so. But he added: 

“Sometimes the police 
know that a particular 
group or individual may 
cause problems later and to 
prevent that they must surrender their alcohol or simply 
leave.” 

PC Winward said there were already powers to deal 
with under 18s drinking and these had been used “to 
good effect” over the last few years with the result that 
there were very few seizures last year as young people 


knew that their alcohol would be confiscated and their 
parents informed. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said the request for a Desig¬ 
nated Public Place Order would go before the next meet¬ 
ing of the Strategy and Policy Committee when the police 
would be invited to attend, put forward their views and 
answer questions from councillors. 

Barbecues on the beach was another issue discussed at 
the PACT meeting. Problems have been encountered with 
beach users trying to dispose of their barbecues after use 
as they cannot be placed in plastic bins because of the risk 
of fire and damage. This has resulted in the barbecues 
being left on the beach for someone to clean up the next 
day. 

Lyme Regis Town Council will look into the question 
of whether barbecues should be banned from the beach 
or whether a metal bin should be provided for safe dis¬ 
posal of the barbecue remains.

■ HOW did you come to be running a kennels in 
Dorset? 

I’ve always been mad about animals in general. Many 
years ago I did an apprenticeship in dog grooming and 
after that set up my own grooming business in Kent, 
where I originally come from. When my husband and I 
decided we wanted to run a kennels of our own this was 
the furthest we could get from Kent while still being able 
to travel to and fro easily. We had been to Dorset many 
times on holiday and thought how nice it would be to 
spend all our time on the beach - which of course never 
happens once you live here because you find yourself 
with so much else to do. 

■ WHAT services do you offer here at Woodlands 
Farm? 

Primarily we are a Boarding Kennel and Cattery so we 
care for peoples pets when they are on holiday, in hospital 
or just out for the day and can’t take the dog. We also do 
dog grooming and we take in local area strays and re¬ 
home the ones that aren’t reclaimed. 

■ WHAT'S been the most unusual request you've 
had about grooming? 

The most unusual “Dog-Do” was when I once was asked 
to do the front half of a poodle in the traditional lion-trim, 
and the back half a Dutch-trim, which is very different. 
I knew it was going to look ridiculous so I had to refuse. 
I like the dogs I do to look like the breed they’re supposed 
to be but often I have to compromise that with what’s 
practical for the owner. I don’t like to do hair too short. 
Dogs’ hair is important for giving insulation from the 
cold in the winter and protection from the sun in the sum¬ 
mer. Dogs can get sunburn. 

■ ARE there any myths surrounding dog grooming? 



It is a bit of a myth to say you should never bath a dog. 
Yes, it does take the grease out of the coat, but if you’re 
grooming the coat thoroughly as well then you’ll encour¬ 
age the oil from the skin to travel down the length of the 
coat anyway and keep it healthy. Don’t over do it, but if 
your dogs rolled in something nasty then it’s nicer to 
wash it out but do use a proper dog shampoo. 


■ TELL us more about what you do for the strays? 

We’ve set up The Woodlands Farm Strays Charity to look 
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after the strays and see to their medical costs. One stray 
we have at the moment is a Border Collie called Molly 
and she has knee problems. She’s having x-rays this week 
to find out the extent of the problem but we don’t yet 
know what ongoing treatment she’s going to need. It 
could be surgery, which will be a long and expensive 
process. Then we’ll be looking to re-home her and we’ll 
need someone who is prepared to take it very gently with 
her exercise. Collies are innately very active dogs but we 
wouldn’t want to risk any more damage to her knees. 

■ WHAT'S the most heart-warming story regarding 
a stray? 

Some people might remember the story of Ginger, who 
was observed on CCTV at some offices in Weymouth 
being dumped by his owner on a grass verge. The car is 
seen zooming off and the poor dog tries to follow. Some 
bystanders took the dog to a vet because she was limping 
and then she came to us. The CCTV footage hit the head¬ 
lines in some of the national papers and she now has a 
home in Southampton. The gentleman owner says she’s 
the best thing that ever happened to him. 

■ WHAT is your favourite dog walk? 

I like to balance road exercise with soft surface exercise. 
Dogs who board here have about seven acres of grounds 
to excercise on and run free and it uses a certain set of 
muscles in the dog. Total lead exercise on the road uses a 
completely different set off muscles and it’s also good for 
keeping the toenails trim. So, when I walk then it’s on 
the country lanes around Askerswell and Loders.

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Torchbearers revealed - 

but none of them are local 


D ETAILS of lucky Olympic torchbearers and the 
route they will take as they pass through Lyme 
Regis was announced on Monday. 

The Olympic torchbearers for Lyme Regis have 
been revealed as 20-year-old Paddy Coker and 36- 
year-old Clive Allison, from Poole. Three nominees 
from Lyme - lifeboatman Ritchie Durrant, young 
gymnast Georgia Rooke and taekwondo instructor 
Sharon Ward - found out late last year that their bids 
to carry the torch were unsuccessful. 

The torch is scheduled to arrive in Lyme Regis in a 
large convoy of official vehicles at 3.35pm on Thurs¬ 
day, July 12th - day 55 of the nationwide relay - hav¬ 
ing travelled earlier in the day from Salisbury, 
through Dorchester, Bridportand Chideock. 

On reaching Charmouth Road Car Park, the torch 
will leave its coach and be carried down Charmouth 
Road, Church Street and onto Broad Street. It will 
then head up the main street and Pound Street be¬ 
fore the carrying team take a break and then head 
down Cobb Road to the harbour. Mr Coker and Mr 
Allison are just two of 8,000 torchbearers who will 
carry the golden torch on its 70-day journey, which 
starts in Land's End on May 19th. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, and an organ¬ 
ising committee are currently planning how best to 
welcome the torch and are encouraging as many res¬ 
idents as possible to witness it pass through the 
town, especially local schoolchildren with pupils 
from neighbouring villages such as Charmouth 
being invited to join those from Lyme. They are also 
considering a programme of events involving Lyme's 
sporting fraternity. 

The Mayor said: "'We're delighted that the Olympic

Torch Relay is coming to Lyme and 
have been making plans since November to cele¬ 
brate as well as to give all local children, and our eld¬ 
erly residents who would like to see it, a vantage 
point to view the torch as it passes. 

"This is truly a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for 
our town.

The ongoing issue of whether Lyme Regis should have 
a dedicated loading bay for deliveries was discussed. Al¬ 
though the consensus of opinion was that there was sim- 
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ply no space for such a proposal, it was agreed that en¬ 
quiries would be made as to whether loading bays had to 
be of a specific length. 

Virgil Turner, station commander at Lyme Regis Fire 
Station, raised the issue of parking in some of the town’s 
narrow roads which obstmcted the free passage of the fire 
engines. Inconsiderate parking by residents and visitors 
was blamed and Mr Turner warned that there could be 
fatal consequences if the fire crew could not reach the lo¬ 
cation of a fire because of parked vehicles. 

It was agreed that the Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
would continue to issue advice leaflets to “offending” ve¬ 
hicles and the police would personally visit the vehicle’s 
owner to explain the problems. 

Councillor Chris Clipson, representing Lyme Regis 
Town Council, gave an update of the installation of 
CCTV in the new Marine Parade shelters, reporting that 
planning permission was still being sought. 

The PACT meeting was chaired by Mr John Lello and 
attended by representatives from the police, West Dorset 
District Council, Lyme Regis Town Council, Dorset 
County Youth Service, Lyme Traders Organisation, the 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service and Tony Norman, rep¬ 
resenting the interest of older people in the town.

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Council asked to 
take more interest 
in local planning

LYME Regis residents 
have asked town council¬ 
lors to take more of an in¬ 
terest in planning matters, 
following the approval of 
a controversial seafront 
roof extension. 

Three residents attended 
last week’s Lyme Regis 
Town Council meeting 
and spoke on the recent 
approval of a roof exten¬ 
sion to holiday let Cobb 
Gate, owned by Cliff Pow- 
ley, on Marine Parade. 

The residents com¬ 
plained that the town 
council’s Planning and 
Highways Committee 
found no objections to the 
application after only 
“minor changes” were 
made to an earlier applica¬ 
tion that they recom¬ 
mended for refusal. The 
new application has since 
been approved by West 
Dorset District Council, 
despite receiving seven 
letters of objection, most 
complaining that the roof 
extension would be too 
big, block views from 
other properties and would 
be out of keeping with the 
Conservation Area. 

The Lyme Regis Society, 
which aims to protect the 
architectural and natural 
beauty of the town, de¬ 
scribed the plans as a 
“mismatch between de¬ 
sign and context”. 

Speaking in the public 
forum of the town council 
meeting, Silver Street res¬ 
ident, Tessa Gilks, pointed 
out that only four council¬ 
lors had voted to raise no 
objections at the Planning 
and Highways meeting, as 
one had to declare a preju¬ 
dicial interest and leave 


the room. She added that 
only five councillors usu¬ 
ally attended the planning 
meetings and suggested 
that prejudicial interests 
should be raised before 
meetings so that other 
councillors could be asked 
to attend instead. 

Mrs Gilks added: “We 
really do need more of 
you to get involved with 
planning decisions if you 
have the time. It’s impor¬ 
tant to consider what we 
are losing and what we are 
gaining at the same time.” 

Save our heritage 

Broad Street resident 
Peter Coates added: 
“What state will Marine 
Parade look like if this all 
continues? Councillors 
should attend planning 
meetings on a regular 
basis. If not, they should 
not serve our community.” 

Referring to the Cobb 
Gate application, Mr 
Coates continued: “Please 
reject future planning ap¬ 
plications that seek to 
dominate sensitive areas. 
Please help to save our 
heritage. We should be 
more concerned with the 
wow factor of the sur¬ 
roundings rather than the 
wow factor of the applica¬ 
tion.” 

Tim Irving from Cobb 
Gate’s neighbouring prop¬ 
erty, The Alcove, wrote to 
the district council com¬ 
plaining that the develop¬ 
ment would obstruct the 
westerly view from his 


living room and therefore 
have impact on the prop¬ 
erty’s value, and would be 
out of keeping with the 
current rooflines of Ma¬ 
rine Parade. 

At the council meeting 
he said he was “dis¬ 
mayed” that the applica¬ 
tion had been approved 
and said the decision 
“raised questions about 
the integrity of the coun¬ 
cil’s planning policy”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner 
said that as part of the Lo¬ 
calism Bill, planning 
would rely heavily on the 
Local Plan in the future, 
which would be coming to 
Lyme Regis shortly for 
consultation. 

He added: “We need 
comments like this in the 
Local Plan. We need to get 
the plan right.” 

West Dorset District 
Council’s decision on the 
application stated that “the 
proposed development is 
considered to preserve the 
character and appearance 
of the Conservation Area 
and not adversely affect 
the setting of the neigh¬ 
bouring listed buildings”. 

It continued: “Residen¬ 
tial amenities would not 
be significantly compro¬ 
mised by the proposal and 
the development would 
not result in land instabil¬ 
ity issues on the site or 
elsewhere.” 


Chalet site water bill a 
'drain on council tax' 


A FORMER town councillor has said he 
is “alarmed” at the amount of money 
spent on water at the Monmouth Beach 
chalet site in Lyme Regis. 

Speaking at last week’s Lyme Regis 
Town Council meeting, Peter Williams 
pointed out that the budget figure for 
water at the chalet site up to January was 
£31,003, most of which had only been 
meterd since September. He added that 
two more payments totalling £41,353 
were made in January and February, of 
which only £5,637 was recharged to 
chalet owners. 

Mr Williams said: “We are talking of a 
loss of swimming pool proportions. May 
I ask what has been and is being done to 
stop this huge drain on our council tax?” 

Town clerk Mike Lewis reported that 
there had been two “very serious” leaks 
at Monmouth Beach since the chalet site 
was closed for winter. 


He said: “If we can apply for leak al¬ 
lowance from South West Water we will 
but I think you are only allowed to claim 
for it once per site and we have had a 
leak there before. But if we can do it we 
will.” 

Mr Lewis said he would also go over 
the figures with the finance officer and 
get back to Mr Williams. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said he was 
also “alarmed” that the water metre was 
not checked regularly. Councillor Mark 
Gage agreed, adding that regular checks 
were “absolutely vital”. 

Mr Lewis said it was checked on a 
monthly basis. 

Councillor Gage suggested pushing for 
a rebate of at least 50 per cent from 
South West Water even if the leak al¬ 
lowance was not possible. He also re¬ 
quested that councillors be copied in on 
the town clerk’s reply to Mr Williams.

B ORN in 1945 ,1 was 
raised in a very 
lively household 
in west London where 
everything was debated 
and challenged with 
one exception, the 
Royal Family. 

My mother's uncom¬ 
plicated devotion arose 
almost certainly from 
the way in which the 
King and Queen were 
seen to have conducted 
themselves during the 
war, choosing to set an 
example by staying in 
the capital. 

So it was that I was 
taken by my father, on 
February 15th 1952, to 
witness the progress of 
the royal funeral train 
through Ealing Broad¬ 
way station on its way 
to Windsor and the 
service in St George's 
Chapel. A man who 


can't always remember 
what he did this morn¬ 
ing remembers with ab¬ 
solute clarity both the 
brilliant green, Castle 
Class engine, "Windsor 
Castle", number 4082, 
and the lesson I re¬ 
ceived on appropriate 
deference from my fa¬ 
ther. 

Fifteen months later 
we children were taken 
to one of The Corona¬ 
tion rehearsals. At 
school we were all 
given a splendid red 
propelling pencil (sadly 
lost) and a commemo¬ 
rative book. But, for us, 
the highlight was my 
parents'decision to in¬ 
vest in the first televi¬ 


sion set in our road in 
order to watch the cer¬ 
emony on June 2nd. It 
really did come with a 
large magnifying glass 
that could be wheeled 
in front of it so that 
everyone could see. 

And, joyously for a 
football mad six year 
old, it arrived in time for 
us to watch the famous 
Matthews Cup Final, 
with the man himself 
crossing the ball for Bill 
Perry to score a last 
minute winner for 
Blackpool against 
Bolton Wanderers in 
what, today, would be 
called a seven goal 
thriller.

Excellent early publicity for Lyme 


"ONEof the prettiest places in the UK." That's how tel¬ 
evision presenter John Sargeant described Lyme 
Regis in his new series on Victorian photograher 
Francis Frith. 

Frith set himself a mission in the late 1800s to take 
a photograph of every city, town and village in the 
United Kingdom and took several of Lyme, including 
the iconic shot of the Old Fossil Depot at the bottom 
of Broad Street. 

In his new series, Sargeant, who visited Lyme with 
his oneman show shortly before he made a big im¬ 
pact on "Strictly Come Dancing"for having no rythm 
and two left feet, is touring the country trying to cap¬ 


ture modern views of the Frith collection. 

Of course, he was unable to picture the Old Fosssil 
Depot for it was demolished in the early 1900s to 
make way for The Vaults pub, now the Rock Point. 

But he did find the whale bone pictured outside 
the shop which now has pride of place inside the 
museum with a little help from historian Ken Gollop. 

Sargeant also featured the Town Mill miller Steve 
White, historian Martin Roundell Green and local fos¬ 
sil expert Chris Andrew. 

The programme, filmed in September when the 
town was basking in autumn sunshine, provided 
some excellent early spring publicity for Lyme.

Those of you who keep 
an eye on the public 
purse (and I know there 
are many of you out 
there), the Lyme 
“Olympic Day” celebra¬ 
tions will not be a fina- 
cial burden on the town 
council as a small grant 
has been secured from 
West Dorset District 
Council to cover ex¬ 
penses. 

Coming hard on the 
heels of the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions, this will provide 
another occasion for 
Lyme to demonstrate its 
community spirit. 

Interest and excite¬

• Established Strategic Partnership with Dorset County 
Council Youth Service to work together for the better 
delivery of services to young people in Lyme Regis and 
surrounding areas 

• Established Development Group including young 
people to advise on the development of services to 
young people 

• Conducted needs analysis amongst local young peo¬ 
ple, the community and those delivering services and 
providing opportunities to establish their needs and 
how they might be incorporated into new facility 

• Established a programme of activities for young peo¬ 
ple over the summer 

• Worked to establish Lyme Regis Children’s Centre 
as one stop shop for young people up to the age of 12, 
their parents and guardians and those that deliver serv¬ 
ices to them. 

• Further progress towards a skatepark 

We intend to keep the existing vision and Aims but add

Our vision (unchanged) 

We want Lyme and the surrounding area to have a sus¬ 
tainable demographic base, to become more young-peo¬ 
ple friendly and thus more appealing for young people 
to want to stay in, or return to, Lyme Regis as adults. 


Our aims (unchanged) 

YA1: To ensure that our young people are healthy safe, 
and able to enjoy their lives. 

YA2 To ensure that despite our geographic isolation, 
young people have the access to educational, training 
and recreational facilities needed to allow them to de¬ 
velop to their full potential. 

YA3: To enable all young people to make a positive 
contribution to society and to achieve economic well¬ 
being. 

YA4: To ensure parents and carers are supported both 
to help achieve the above and to achieve the family’s 
domestic and economic stability. 

YA5: To maximise mutual understanding and respect 
across the age ranges within the community. 

We do this by working with agencies, community and

■ I’M writing in response to Robert Hayman’s letter 
published in last week’s View From Lyme Regis 
(March 14th). 

Whilst I have no connection with the Post Office, I 
feel that Mr Hayman’s letter really should be ad¬ 
dressed. 

The key issue that Mr Hay man appears to be con¬ 
cerned about is that he is ‘last on the list’ where deliv¬ 
eries are concerned for that particular route. I’m sorry 
Mr Hay man, but someone has to be. Why should it 
not be you? 

As someone who has experience of personnel and 
resource management, I would anticipate that the 
routes are worked out in order to allow the 
postmen/women to complete their rounds in the allot¬ 
ted time. 

Bearing in mind that most of the postal staff go into 
work at a time when you and I are fast asleep, often 
about 4am, I don’t think that a 12noon or even 2pm 
delivery time is excessive, do you? After all, if they 
were to start at 9am, the same as everyone else, we’d 
be lucky to get our post before tea time. How would 


that suit you? 

As for the cost of stamps, do you really think that 46 
pence is an exorbitant price to pay for next day deliv¬ 
ery? If information is required to get to someone ur¬ 
gently, a phone call or email would seem to be a more 
logical and speedy solution. 

There are very few people who don’t have either 
service, these days. For parcels, there are more serv¬ 
ices available than Royal Mail, look around until you 
find one that will collect from your door. There’s 
plenty out there. 

People always react badly when something changes, 
but change is just that, change. Whether it’s good or 
bad depends solely on the way we look at it. Deal with 
it and move on rather than automatically get all defen¬ 
sive. 

Remember that, sometimes, people can’t actually be 
bothered to respond to postal material. It’s often easier 
to just say “I didn’t get it”.

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Dining at the table of the master 


M ARK Hix is not your archetypal 
celebrity chef. You won’t hear him 
screaming and shouting in his kitchens, 
he’s not overfussed about appearing on televi¬ 
sion and his dishes are distinctly uncheffy in 
presentation. 

Mark’s style of cooking is all about ingredients, sourc¬ 
ing them and presenting his dishes in a simple fashion 
that does not detract from taste. 

And there’s no better way of sampling his stunning 
array of seasonal dishes than by sitting at his kitchen 
table in his delightful Charmouth home, with breathtak¬ 
ing views over Lyme Bay. 

Throughout the summer Mark takes time out from run¬ 
ning his expanding empire of restaurants in London and 
the hugely popular Oyster and Fish House in Lyme Regis 
to demonstrate his refreshingly simplistic take on British 
gastronomy by staging open cooking demonstrations in 
his Dorset home. 

With another series of demonstrations planned for this

summer, I was invited to join six other guests, two of 
whom travelled all the way from Bradford, especially for 
the occasion. They left more than satisfied that the long 
journey was well worth the time and expense. 

Mark is a pretty laid-back bloke; indeed in the Sunday 
Times acerbic restaurant reviewer A.A. Gill implied that 
Mark was more interested in partying than spending 
hours in his kitchens. I can’t make up my mind whether 
that was a compliment or not, but Mark didn’t seem too 
upset by the observation. 

Comforting smell 

Greeted with one of his seriously alcoholic Hix Fix cock¬ 
tails, and treated to a pre-lunch smoked salmon taster, the 
comforting smell of freshly made sour dough bread wafted 
across Mark’s kitchen as we arrived. 

With one of his trusty lieutenants keeping 
our glasses topped up (there’s wine aplenty) 
Mark made the preparation of the four-course 
lunch seem ridiculously simple, explaining 
> a I how he had sourced the various ingredients 
| and offering a few tips along the way in that 
matter-of-fact manner which adds much to the 
informality of his culinary style. 

We started with cutlefish risotto, flavoured 
with squid ink, a first for me. The risotto was 
cooked to perfection, as might be expected, 
wet but not runny, and teased the taste buds 
in readiness for the delights to follow. 

Next up turned out to be my favourite of the 
day - marinated scallop and duck liver salad, 
a delicious summer dish, a recipe that Mark 
first came across when he worked under the 
outstanding chef, Anton Edelmann, at the 
Grovesnor House hotel in London. In those- 
days the dish was topped with fois gras but 


having been brought up on all kinds of offal, the duck liver 
made the dish for me. 

Another new taste came with course number three - 
lambs’ sweetbreads with asparagus and wild garlic. In the 
menu which accompanied our lunch, sweetbreads were 
described as tender and delicious, a “perfect spring treat” 
- and so they proved. The asparagus was the first of the 
season from the Wye Valley. 

To crown one of the nicest lunches I’ve ever had, we fin¬ 
ished with sea buckthorne blancmanage, made from the 
bitter juice of the sea berry, sourced by the Hix empire’s 
very own forager, served in quaint little moulds that Mark 
spotted in a junk shop. And how nice to eat a proper blanc¬ 
mange again. 

Mark is a great advocate of using ingredients that grow 
on our doorsteps and his chefs in Lyme are often 
despatched along the shoreline collecting ingredients that 
add such flavour to the menu at the Oyster and Fish 
House.

He is now one of the most 
respected chefs in an industry crowded with big egos, and 
a profilic writer of cookbooks which have produced many 
awards an accolades. 

Everyone who dines in his kitchen goes home with a 
copy of one of his books - and the satisfaction of knowing 
that you have just dined at the master’s table.

Cheltenham cross-country course okay 


LOCAL Henley trainer Bob Buckler 
added to the debate as to whether last 
week's Glenfarclas Handicap Chase on 
the cross-country course at the Chel¬ 
tenham Festival should have been run 
after two horses were injured and had to 
be put down as a result writes Stuart 
Broom. 

Critics claimed that the ground was 
too fast on the cross country course 
which is only used once during the 
week, and that it was dangerous. 

Scotslrish the 10/3 favourite and cross 
country specialist Garde Champetre 
who has won six times in 14 races 
around this course had to be put down 
after sustaining broken legs on the flat, 
not through falling. 

Buckler, whose horse Double Dizzy 
unseated jockey Andrew Glassonbury 
six fences from home said:" I walked the 
course before the race and there was cut 
in the ground all the way round. Okay it 
was on the faster side of good, but many 
of the horses prefer that. 

"Any death is always sad, but it was 
highlighted more because it was two 
decent horses. 

Any competitive sport, either human 
or animal, involves the chance of an ac¬ 
cident; you only have to relate to the 
tragic situation of Fabrice Muamba this 
weekend, which nobody could have pre¬ 
dicted. 

"Should a human be injured there's a 
lot more you can do to save them. If a 
footballer breaks his leg it can be re¬ 
paired, unfortunately that is not possible 
with horses." 


Scotslrish trainer Willie Mullins in fact 
had no complaints about the ground. 
"Scotslrish was a fast ground specialist 
and this was the one race we were keen 
for them not to water the ground," he 
said. "It was nothing to do with the 
ground." 

Robin Mounsey, the British Horserac¬ 
ing Authority's spokesman, said: "The 
course, both the construction of the 
jumps and the ground, was inspected 
eight days ago and again on the day of 
the race, when it was found to be good 
to firm. On both occasions it was 
deemed to be fine." 

In fact the ground had nothing to do 
with Double Dizzy's demise. 

Buckler said: "He's a thinker and has 
run at Cheltenham many times before, 
including the cross country on four oc¬ 
casions, and having worked it out, I think 
he wasn't trying too hard. 

"He didn't jump as well as he can, and 
wasn't so interested in going out into 
the country." 

Glenwood Present had to be pulled 
up the following day when he began 
choking in the Grade IWeatherbys 
Champion Bumper. Having finished a 
close third to Nicky Henderson's impres¬ 
sive Tetlami at Kempton last month. 

Buckler was hoping he might go close, 
but having missed the break, Nathan 
Sweeney had to chase the leaders, and 
despite being fitted with a tongue tie, 
began choking badly and was pulled up. 

"Even with the tongue tie, there ap¬ 
pears a problem so we will stop running 
him now and he will have a throat oper¬ 


ation in the summer." 

Malin Head completed a disappoint¬ 
ing three days for Buckler when he was 
pulled up in the 3 mile handicap chase 
atTowcester in which only four of the 12 
runners finished. 

"It was my fault that he ran, in hind¬ 
sight I should have pulled him out be¬ 
cause the course was far too wet. It had 
been overwatered to the point that the 
mud was above their fetlocks, and a lot 
of the trainers complained about it for 
which the stewards took full blame. 

"However having travelled 150 miles 
and with some of the syndicate mem¬ 
bers who own the horse there I ran him 
and the ground was far too heavy for 
him." 

However there was success for the sta¬ 
ble at the beginning and end of the 
week. 

Ready or Not had not run for 11 
months whilst Buckler waited for the 
better ground following a leg injury, but 
ran a brilliant race in finishing second 
when just failing to get up by a short 
head to 7/2 fav Kirbys Glen in the Lon¬ 
don Inn At Watchet Handicap Chase 
over 2 miles 3 furlongs at Taunton who 
was receiving well over a stone. 

The week ended on a good note as 
well with a super run from Flag Flier, an¬ 
other who needed the run. He finished 
fourth in the River Teign Handicap Hur¬ 
dle over 2% miles at Taunton on Sunday. 

"He needs a bit further really, but he 
didn't make any mistakes and was stay¬ 
ing on at the end and was close to finish¬ 
ing second."

They were back on terms within a cou¬ 
ple of minutes however when, having 
kicked a penalty for position, they won 
the ensuing lineout and caused Wim¬ 
borne to infringe. James Baker's place kick 
was accurate and tied the scores after 
some five minutes. 

Penalty awards came thick and fast 
against both sides throughout the first 
quarter but, apart from that I felt that 
Wimborne looked the likelier outfit for 
much of the time, benefiting as they did 
from some good tactical kicking. 

It was from one such kick that Wimbone 
scored. They had followed well and hur¬ 
ried the home defence into error and then 
won the ensuing lineout close in. 

They followed it with a succession of 
pick and drives and eventually one of 
their eight got over some 10 yards in from 
touch.The try remained unconverted and 
the visitors led 8-3. 

I felt that both sides were below their 
best, for the contest was laced with error 
but, after some 15 minutes Dorchester 
drew level.

Dorchester were now reduced to play¬ 
ing the remainder of the game with 14 
men but made light of the fact by winning 
a five metre scrum just before the break 
and, after a snipe by scrum-half Gower, 
Newsam, his open side sneaked over 
close to the posts. James baker again 
added the extras to give his side a 22-11 
lead at the halfway stage. 

I felt at this juncture that, although 
eleven points to the good, Dorchester's 
seven man pack would struggle to com¬ 
pete in the second half, but I was wrong 
as they spent the first few minutes in 
Wimborne's territory. 

The game continued to be error strewn 
and although the entire third quarter re¬ 
mained scoreless Wimborne could not im¬ 
pose themselves, with the home side 
being quicker in both thought and deed 
for the most part. 


Then, with 10 minutes remaining, one of 
the visitors saw yellow for foul play and, in 
his absence, a strong run by one of the 
Dorchester substitutes took play into the 
Wimborne half. The offload came and 
James Baker, now playing at stand off, was 
well up to take the scoring pass. 

The try remained unconverted and the 
final whistle sounded soon after, leaving 
Dorchester fairly easy winners. 

This was a rather strange contest in 
many respects. Although by no means a 
dirty game, it saw both a red card and a 
yellow issued for foul play. 

It was not particularly abrasive, but in¬ 
jury stoppages abounded and, although 
the conditions were benign, errors came 
in profusion. 

Dorchester won it primarily because of 
the edge they had forward, after the first 
few minutes; and which they maintained 
when reduced to seven forwards after 
Waddington's departure. 

They will be happy with the result but 
probably less so with the way it was 
achieved.

BRIDPORT face a more difficult task alto¬ 
gether with the visit of BOURNEMOUTH 
3rd, a side who lie just below them in the 
division. I seem to remember watching 
the visitors play Weymouth earlier in the 
season and on that occasion felt that they 
were a young side who, while they ran 
about a lot, really lacked penetration. 

I see that Bridport lost the earlier game 
by a couple of scores, and came back feel¬ 
ing that they had contributed to their 
own downfall rather. 

This will be a close one, but I do take 
Bridport to win if they can keep their dis¬ 
cipline. 

DORCHESTER make the journey to Bath 
to take on WALCOT who are a couple of 
places below them in the table at the mo¬ 
ment. 

Dorchester won the earlier game at 
home pretty comfortably and I think that 
they will win this one also. It will be closer 
however. 

In division two PUDDLETOWN entertain 
a NORTH DORSET 3rd side whom they 
bested pretty comfortably earlier in the 
season, their opponents have not had a 
bad season however but I do take the 
home side to do the double on their way 
to securing third place in the division. 

As to the second sides, Weymouth sec¬
